evill-in their awne nature, ſuch as a-faiſe reftimony, 


ar falſe accuſation cannor' be. the ſubject oft any! come 
mand or, or-induce any obligation of -obeaience upoa 
any men by any Authority whatſoever ; therefore the 
Alone in this caſe was bound to refuſe to:execure, 
'acha command unlefſe hee'/had fome ſuch evidence 
or Teſtimony. as might have warzanted him againſt the 
partics, and be liable ro make fatisfation if it ſhoald 
prove {alſe ; andir is ſufficiently knowne to every man 
and adjudged in Parliamentchat the King can be neither; 
rcJator, informer; nor; witneſſe if ie peſt as it is withe. 
ouc farther ſatisfaftion, no future Parliament: can be 
fate; bur thatthe members may be taken and deſtroyed. 
at pleaſure, yea, the very principles of Government and 
juſtice will be in danger co be diſobeyed. : .: y 
VWeee doe not conceive that numbers doe make an 
aſſembly unlawfull, bat when eicher the end or man- 
ner of their carriage ſhall be unlawfull; divers juſt ac- 
caſions might draw:the Citizens! to: Feſiminſter, where 
many publique and private Petitions, and. other cauſes 
were depending in Parliament, and'why-thar ſhould be 
found more faulty in the Citizens, then the reſorcof 
great numbersevery day in: the:terme roithe ordinary: 
Courts of Juſtice, we knownot:tharitheſe Citizens were 
notoriouſly provoked and aflaultedat Weſtminſter by Co 
lonel Lansford,Captzine Hidegwith divers,and by others, 


and by ſome of: tlie ſervants of the Archbiſhop of Yorke, 


is ſufficiently- proved,: :andithar'afrerward they. wete 
mOoreviolently wounded;and moſt barbarouſly mangled 
with ſwords by the officers. and fonldiers neere Whyre-

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monies, but of any ſcandalous or feditious miſdemea- 
nors of theirs that mighr give his Majeſty good cauſe cs 
ſappoſe his owne Perſon,or thoſe of his royall Conſorr, 
or Children ro be in apparanr danger, wee have had no 
proofe ever offered to either Houſe; and if there had 
beene any complaint of that kinde, it is no donbr, 
the Houſes would have been-as forwardrto joyne in an 
:Ocder for the ſupprefiing of ſuch tumults as chey were : 
not long before upon another occaſion when they made 
an Order to that purpoſe, whereas thoſe officers and 
ſouldiers which commitred that violence nponſo mary 
of the Citizens at h7ehall were cheriſh'd and foſteres 


, in his Majeſfties houſe,and when nor long afterthecom- 


mon Councelof Zexdon preſenteda Petition to his Ma- 
jeftie for reparation of thoſe injuries, his Majeſties An- 
ſwer was, without hearing the proote of the complains, 
that if any Citizens were wounded or ill intreated his 
Majeſtie was confidenely afſured that ic happened by 
cheir owne evill and corrupt demeanour, wee hope it 
- cannot be thought contrary to the duty and wiſdome of 
a Parliament, it many concurring and frequently reire- 
rated & renewed adverciſements from Rome Yence,Paris, 
and other parts, of the ſolicitation of the Popes Nuncio 
and our own diſconrented fugitives doe make us jealous 
and watchfull for the ſafety of 'the Srate; and wee have 
beene very carefull ro make onr expreſſions thereof ſo 
caſte and ſo plaine to the capacities and underſtanding 
of the people, that nothing might juſtly ſticke wich 
them, wirh reflection apon the Perſon of his Maieſty, 
wherein we appeale to the indgement of any indifterenc 
perſon, who ſhall readandperuſe our owne words. 
We muſt maintaine the grounds of our feares to be 
of that moment thaj, wee cannot diſcharge the cruſt and 
C 2 duty 
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duty which lies upon ns, unleſſe we doe applyour ſelves 


ro the ule of thoſe meanes to which the Law bath en- 


abled us in caſes of this nature for rhe neceflary defer:ce 
of the Kingdome; and as his Majefty doth graciouſly 
declare the Law ſhall be the meaſure of his power,fo do 
we molt heartily profeſſe, that we ſhall alwayes make ir 
the rule of our obedience. | 

The next point of our Declazation was with much 


caution artificially paſſed over by. him, who drew his: 


Majeſiies Anſwer, it being indeed the foundation of all 
our miſery, and his Majeſtics croubte, that he is pleaſed 
to heare generall raxes npon his Parliament without 
any-particular charge, to which they may give. ſatisfaRi- 
on, and that he hath ofcen conceived diſpleaſure againſt 
particular perſons upon miſ-information, and although 
rhoſe informations have beene clearely proved to be 
falſe, yer he would never bring the accuſers to queſtion, 
which, layethan impoſſibilicy upon honeſt men, of clea- 
ring themſelves, and gives encouragemt uato falſe and 
unworthy perſons to trouble him with uatrue, and 
groundleſſc informations? 


Three parcicalars we mentioned in our Declaration, 


which the Penner of that Anſwer had good cauſe to 
emir,the words ſuppoſed ro be ſpoken at Kenſingionthe 
pretended Articles againſt the Qzeexe;. and the ground- 
leſſe accuſation of the ſixe Members of the Parliamear, 


there. being nothing to be ſaid in defence or deniall of 


any ofthem, Concerning his Majefties defire to ioyne

Thar excellent Bill for the continuance of this Parlia- 
ment was ſo neceſſary, that without it, wee could nor have 
raiſed ſo great ſammes of money for the ſervice of his Ma- 
ieſty and rhe Common-wealth as wce have done; and 
withour which, the ruine and deſtruction of the Kingdome 
muſt needs have followed; and wee are reſolved che graci- 
ous favourof his Maieſty exprefſed in thar Bill, and the ad- 
vantage and (ſecurity which chereby we have from being diſ. 
ſolved,ſhall nor incourage us to doe any thing which other- 


. Wiſe had not beene fic ro be. done,and we are ready to make 


ic good before all the world, that alchough his Maieſty hath 
paſſed many Bills very advantagious for the. Subie@, yer in 
none of them have we bereaved his Maieſty of any neceſia» 
ry or profitable prerogative of the- Crowne. - 

Wee ſo earneſtly deſire his Maiefties returne to Loxdoz, 
that upon it we conceive, depends the very ſaf-ty and be- 
ing of both his Kingdomes; and therefore we wut proteſt, 
thatas tor the time paſt, neither the government of Loxdop, 
nor any Lawes of the Land have loſt their life and force for 
his ſecuricy.: So for the facure, wee ſhall be ready ta doe 
or ſay any thing that may ſtand wich the Dury or Honour 
of a Parliament, which may raiſe a mutuall confidence be 
ewixt his Maieftie and us, as wee doe wiſh, and as the affaire: 
of the Kingdome doe require.

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Thus farre the Anſwer to that which is called his Ma- 
jeſties Declaration hath led us. Now we come to that which 
is ihtituled His Majeſties Anſwer 10 the Petitton of both Hou- 
ſes, preſented to him at Yorke 26. Martij; 1642. Inthe be- 
ginning whereof his Majeſty wiſheth , That our Priviledges 
01 all parts were ſo ſtated that this way of correſpondencie might be 
preſerved with that freedome which hath beene uſed of old : Wee 
know nothing introduced by us that gives any impediment 
hereunto; neither have wee affirmed our Pr2ledges to be 
broken, whenhis Maiefty denies us any thing, or gives a rea- 
ſon why he cannot granr ir; or that thoſe who adviſed ſuch 
denyall, were enemies tothe Peace of the Kingdome , and 
Favourers of the 1r:zſþ Rebel;on, in which aſpertion thar is 
rurnedintoa generall afſertion, which in our Votes is ap- 
plyed toa particular caſe : Wheretore we maſt maintaine 
our Votes, Thar thoſe who adviſed his Maieſty to contra- 
di& that which both Houſes in the Queſtion concerning 
the M:/:t:;a had delared to be Law, and command ic ſhoald 
not ſo be obeyed, isa high Breach of Priviledge; and thar 
thoſe who adviſed his Maieſty to abſenc.himſelfe from his 
Parliamenr,are enemies tothe Peace of the Kingdome,and 
iaſtly ro be ſuſpeRted to bee Favourers of the Rebellionin 
Jreland, The reaſogs of both are evident, hecauſe in the 
firſt there is as greata derogation from the Truſt and Au- 
chority of Parliament, and in the ſecond as much advan- 
rage tothe Proceedings and hopes of Rebels as may be, and 
we hold ir very caufleſſe impuration upon the Parliament, 
that we have herein any way impeached,much lefle taken a- 
way the freedom of his Ma'eftes ores which doth not impore 
a liberty for his Maieſty to deny any thing how neceſſary 
ſoever for the preſervation of the Kingdome, much lefle a 
Licence to evill Councellors to adviſe any thing though 
never ſo deftruQive to his Maiefty and his People. |

Bur-his Majeſty objects further, that there is ſome what 
\ In thepreface, to which he- could not conſent with Juſtice 
ro his Honour and Innocency, and that thereby hee is ex- 
cluded from any (power in the diſpofing of it, theſe obje- 
Gions may ſeeme ſomewhat , bur indeed will appeare noe 
thing when it ſhall be conſidered, thar nothing in the Pre- 
amble layes any charge upon his MaJeſty, nor in the Bo- 
die of that Ordinance that excludes His Royall Au- 
thoritie in the diſpoſing or execution of it , bur onely ir 
is provided that ir ſhould bee ſignified by both Houſes of 
Parliament, as that Channell through which it will be beſt 
derived, and moſt certainly to thoſe ends for which it is 
intended, and ler all the world judge,wherher we have not 
reaſon to inſiſt upon it, that the Strength of the Kingdome 
ſhould rather be ordered according to the DireQion and 
Adviſe of the great Counſell of the Land, equally intruſted 
by che King and the Kingdome, then tha: the ſafety of the 
King,Parliament and Kingdome ſhou!d bee lefr at the De- 
votion of a few unknowne Conncellours, many of them 
not intruſted atall by the King in any publick way, nor at 
all confided in by the Kingdome, 

We wiſh the danger were not imminent or not ſtill con- 
tinuing; but cannot conceive that the long time ſpent in 
this debare, is cvidence ſuffcienr, that there was no ſuch 
necefliry or danger, but a Bill might eaſily have beene pre- 
pared; for when many cauſes doe concurre to the danger 
of a State, the interruption of any one may hinder the exe+ 
cution of the reſt; ar.d yer the Deſigne be ſtill kept afoor 
for better opportunities. Who knowes whether the ill 
ſuccefle of the Rebels in Ireland have not hindered the In- 
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ſurre&ion of the Papiſts here? Whether the preſervation 
of the ſixe Members of the Parliament falſly accuſed, 
| have norprevented the Plor of the breaking the neck of 
the Parhament; of which wee were informed from France 
not long before they were accaled, Yet ſince his Majeſtic 
hath beene pleaſed roexpreſſe his pleaſure,rather for a Bill 
then an Ordinance, ana ſent in one for that purpoſe, wee 
readily entertained it, and with ſome ſmall and neceſſary 
a|rerations ſpecdily paſſed the ſame. Bur contrary to the 
cuſtome of Parliament and onrexpeQation grounded upon 
his Majefties owne invication of us to that way, and the 
other reaſons manifeſted in our Declaration concerning 
the 2/:1i1ia of the 5,0f ſay; in ſtead of his Royall aſſent we 
mer with an abſolute retuſall. - | 

If themarter of theſe our Votes 15. and 16. of March be 
according to Law,we hope his Majeſtie will allow the Sub- 
jets ro be bound by them, be cauſe he hath ſaid he will make 
the Law the rule of his power. | 

And if the Queſtion bee whether that be Law which the 
Lords and (ommens have once declared _-_ ſo; who ſhall 
be the Judge? nor his Majeftie ; for the King judgeth nor 
of matrers of Law but by his Courts,and his Courtsthough

T hat the Lords and Commons fully apprehending this Danger, and being 
ſenſpble of their owne Dmty , toprovide aſutable Prevention, have in 
feverall Petitions addreſſed themſelves ts his Mateſty for the erde ing 
and diſpoſing of the Militia of the Kingdome , imſuch a way as was 4- 
greed upon bythewiſdsme of both Houſes ro be maſt effeft».all ard proper 
for the preſemt Exigents of the Kingdome, yet could not obtaine it,but 
his Maieſty did ſeveralltimes refuſe to give his royall aſſent therants. 


That inthis caſe of extreame Danger, and his Maieſties refuſall, the 


Ordmance of Parliament, agreed upon by both Houſes for the Milicia, 
aoth obligethe People , and onght to be obeyed by the Fundamentall 
I awes ofehis Kingdome. 
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TIY all which it doth appeare, that there is no colour of 
I. Jchis Taxe, that we goe abontto introduce a new Law, 
much leſſe to exerciſe an Arbitrary power, but indeed to 
prevent it: For this Law is as old as the Kingdome, Thar the 
Kingdome muſt not be without a meanes to preſerve ir ſelf: 
Which thatir may bedone withour Confaſion, this Nation 
hath intruſted certaine hands with a Power, to provide in 
an Orderly and Regular Way for the.good and ſafety of the 
whole, which Power by the Conſtitution of this Kingdom 
is in his Majeſty and His Parliament together ; yer ſince 
che Princeteing bur One Perſon, is more ſubjet ro Acci- 
dents of Nature and Chance, whereby the Common-wealth 
may be deprived of the Fruicof that Truſt, which was in 
part reroſed in him in Gaſes of ſuch Neceſſity; That the 
Kie©dome may nor be inforced preſently to returneto it's 
. firft Principles, andevery man lefr ro doe whar is right in 
his owne eyes, withourteither guide or Rule : the Wiſe- 
dome of this State hath intruſted the Houſes of Parliamenc 
with a Power, to ſupply whatſhall be wanting on the part 
of the Prince, asis evident by the conftant Caftome and 
PraQtiſe thereof in Caſes of Non-age, naturall Diſability 
and Caprivity , andthe like Reaſon doth and muſt hold for 
the exerciſe of the ſame Power in ſuch Caſes, where the 
Royall Truſt cannot be or is nor diſcharged, and that the 
Kingdome rans an evidentand imminent Danger thereby, 
which Danger baving beene declared by the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament, there needes nor the Authori- 
ty of any Perſon or Courrto affirme ; Noris it in the Pow- 
er of any Perſon or Court to revoke that Jadgemear. 

Wee know the King bath wayes enough in his Ordinary 
Courts of Juſtice, to puniſh ſuch ſedirious Pamphlers and 
Sermons as are any: way prejudiciall ro his Rights , Ho- 
nour and Authority: And if any of them have beene fo 
" infolcacly violated and vilified, his Majeities owne Conncell 

and 
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and Officers have beene to blame, and not the Pariiament:; | 
We neyer did reſtraine any Proceedings of that kindin o- 
ther Courts, nor refuſe any fir complaint ro us. The Pro- 
reſtation proteſted was referr'd by the Commons Houſe to 
a Committee, and the Author being not produced , the 
Printer committed to Priſon, and rhe Booke vored by rthar 
Committee to be burne: bur Sir Edward Deering who was 
to make that Report of the vores of thar Commirree, nez- 
lected ro makeir : The Apprentices Proteſtation was never 
| complained of; bur the orher ſedirious Pamphler, To your 
Tents O Jſraell, was once queſtioned, and the full proſecu- 
" tion of it was not interrupred by any faultof either Houle, 
whoſe forwardneſſe to doe his Majeſtie all righe therein 
may plainly appeareyin that a Commirrcee of Lords and 
Commons purpoſely appointed to take ſuch Informations, 
as the Kings Counſell ſhould preſent concerning ſeditious 
words PraQifes, or Tumults Pamphlets, or Sermoas, ter- 
dipg to the derogation of his Majeſties Righrs or Preroga- 
tive, and his Majeſties Councell were enjoyned by thar 
Commntrrtee-to inquire, and preſent chem , who ſeveral! 
times met thereupon and received this Anſwere, and de- 
claration from the Kings Councell, chat they knew of no 
ſuch thing as. yer. 
- Tfhis Maieſtie had uſed the Service of ſuch a one in pen- 
ning this Anſwer, who underftood the Lawes and Govern-. 
ment of this Kingdome, hee would nor have thought ir le- 
gally in his power to deny his Par/zament a guard when they 
ſtood in need of it, ſince every ordinary Court hach ic: nei- 
ther would his Maieſfty if he had been well inform'd of the 
Lawes, have refuſed ſuch.a Guard as they deſired, it being 
inthe power of inferiour Courts ro command their owne 
Guard; neither would hee have impoſed upon them ſuch a 
Guard under a Commander which they could not confide 
*in, which is clearly againſt the TI of Parhament,and 
3 | of 
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:of which they found very dangerous effeds , and therefore 
deſired to have ir diſcharged: Bur ſuch a Guard,and fo com- 
manded as the Houſes of Parlzawent deſired, they could ne- 
ver ob:ainc of his Maieftic, and the placing of a Guard a- 
bout them contrary to their defire, was not to grant a guard 
ro them, bur in effe& to ſer oneupon them. | 

All which conſidered, wee beleeve in che indgement of 
any inditterent Perſons, it will nor bee chought ſtrange, if 
there werea more then ordinary reſort of people at weſt- 
»1nſter; of ſuch as came willingly of their owne accord ro 
be witnefles and helpers of the (afery of them, whom all his 
Maieſties good ſubieQts are bound to defend from Violence 
and Danger : Or that ſuch a Concourleas this, they carry- 
ingthemlſclves quietly and peaceably (as they did) ought in 
his cMazeſties apprehenſion, or can in the infrerpretarion of 
the Law be held Tumulcuary and ſedirious. 

When his CMazeſtze in that Queſtion of violation of the 
Lawes hadexpraſſed the obſcrvacion of them indefinitely 
without any limicationof time, alchough we never faid or 
did any thing that mighr look like a reproch to his Mazeſty; 
yer we hadreaſontoremembertharc ir had been otherwiſe, 
leſt we ſhould ſeeme to deſert our former Complaints and 
Proceedings thereupon, as his Maieftic doth ſeeme bur lit- 
le to like or approve of them: For althongh hee doe ac- 


knowledge here that great miſchiefe that grew by that Ar- - 


birrary power then complained of; Yet ſach are continu- 
ally prefer'd and counteranc'd, as were Friends or Favou- 
rers, or related unto the chiefe Authors 'and Adors of that 
Arbitrarypower, and of thoſe falſe Colonrs, Suggeſtion of 
imminent Dangeraad Neceſlity, whereby they did make it 
plauſible unto his Maieſtie; and onthe other fide, ſuch as 
did appeare againit rhew., are dayly diſcountenanc'd and 
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difgraced; which, whilſt ir ſhall do ſo,we have no reaſon &5- 


| tudge the Diſeaſe to bee yet kill-d and dead ar root; and 


therefore no reaſon to bury it in Oblivion : and whilſt wee 
behold the Spawnes of theſe miſchievous Principles che- 
riſh'd and foſtered in that new generation of Councellors, 
Friends and Aberrors of rhe former, or at leaſt concurring 
with them in theſe *miſchievons Principles cheriſh'd and. 
foſtered in that new generation of Councellors,friends and 
abetrors of che former, or ar ;leaft concuring with them in 
their malignancie againſt the proceedings of this Parl:4- 
ment, we cannotthinke our ſelves ſecure trom the like or a 
worſe danper. ; 

And here the Penner of chis an(wer beſtowes an admoni- 
rion upon the Parliament, bidding us rake heed we fall not 
upon the ſame error, upon the ſame ſuggeſtions ; but hee 
might have well ſpared this,till he could have ſhewed wher- 
in we had exerciſed any power otherwiſe then by the ru'e 
of the Law, or could have found a more anthenrtique or 
higher Judge in matrer of Law, then the high Courc of 
Parliament. : 

It is declaredin his Majeſties name. that ke is reſolved to 
keep the rule himſelfe, and.co his power, to require the ſame 
of all orhers: We muſt needs acknowledge.char ſuch a reſc- 
Jurion is like to bring much happineffe and bleſſing ro his 
Majefty and all his Kingdomes; yer with humility wee muſt 
confefle wee have nor the fruit of ic in that caſe of my Lord 
K:mbolion, and the other five Members accuſed, contrary to 
Law,both Common Law,and the Starute Law; and yer re- 
maineth'nnofatisfied; which caſe was remembred'in our De- 
claration, as aſtrange an unheard of violation of Lawes : 
bur the Penner of this Anſwer thouyhr it hr ropaſlle it over,

W hereas after our ample thanks and acknowledgement 
of his Majeſties favour in paſſing many good Bills, wee ſard 
that Truth and Neceſſity inforced us to addethis, That zn or abont 


the time of paſſing thoſe Bils,ſome Deſigne or other hath been afoot, 
which if ithadtaken effe®, would not only have deprived us of the. 


fruit of thoſe Bulls, but wonld have reduced us to a worſe condition 
of confuſion then that whereinthe Parliament found us; it is now

of our uſuall renderneſſe of his Majeſties honour we did not

The Examination of Colonell Goring, taken 
June. 19. 164 Tt. 


To the E ſaith, That in Zeyr laſt ( as he remembers ) abour 
firſt In. che middle of it, Sir Fohx Suckling came to him on 
Sunday morning as he was in his bed,and this Examinate concei- 
ving he had come to him abour ſome buſineſſe of money that was 
berweene them;and thereupon falling upon that diſcourſe, Sir = 
Swckling told him he was then come abour another buſineſſe, which 
wasto acquaint him, That there was a purpoſe of bringing the Ar- 
my to London, And that my Lord of New-caſtle was to be Ge- 
nerall and he,this Examinate, Lieutenant Generall,if he would ac- 
cept of it, And further ſaid, That he would heare more of this bu- 
ſineſſe ar Court: to which this Examinate anſwered only this, Wel, 
thenT will go co the Court ; which. was all that paſſed berw-cene 
them at that time,to the beſt of his Examinates remembrance. 

To the ſec-nd, He cannor depoſe, 

To the third, He faith, That as he was comming in his Coach in 
the ſtreere,ourt of the Covent-Garden into S, Aſartins Lane, he met 
there Mr. Henry Jermin,who was likewiſe in a Coach ; and ſeeing 
this Examinarte,ſent his Foot-man to him,defiring him co follow 
him, becauſe he would ſpeak with him; which this Examinate did: 
And Mr. [-rmin going a lictle further, alighted, and went into a 
houſe (to which houſe, as this Examinate was bur yeſterday in- 
formed, Sir John Suckſing did then uſually reſort) and thither this 
Examinate followed him;and comming afcer him to the top of che 
Stayres, Mr. Iermiz ſaid to him, He had ſomewhart to ſay to him 
concerning the Army,bur that this was no fit place to ſpeak of it, 
and deſired him to meet him thar evening at the Courr, on the 
Queenes ſide ; which this Examinarte accordingly did;and mect- 
ing Mr. /:r7min in the Queenes drawing Chamber, he was there 

rold by him, That the Queen would ſpeak with him, and therupon 

Mr. [ermin brought him into the Queens Bed-chamber:Bur before 

this Examinate could enter ints any diſcourſe with the R—_— 
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King came in, and then-this Ex2minate did withdraw, and wem 
away for that time, but. returned again the ſame nigh, and \mer 
Mr, [ermys again on the Queens fide, who rold him that he muſt 
neceſſarily meer with ſome Officers of the Army, to heare fome 
Propofitions concerning the Army. The next day being Mun- 
day,thisExaminate cameag-into the Court in the after-noon,and 
went into the Queens drawing-Chamber, where He: Majeſty then 
was,who was pieaſed'to tell him that the King would ſpeake with 
him, and bad him repaireto the roome within the Gallery, into 
which Room the King ſoon after came ;- and His Miteſty asked 
him, if he was engaged in any Cabale concerning the Army : to 
which he anſwered, That he was not : whereupon His Majeſty 
replyed, I command you then to joyne your ſelfe with Percy,and 
ſome others whom you will fnde with him. And his Maieſty 
likewiſe ſaid, I have a defire to put my Army in a good poſture, 
and am adviſed unto it by my Lord of Briftoll : which was the ef- 
fect of what paſſed betweene the King and the Examinarte at that 
time, The Examinate-meeting afterwards with Mr. [crmyn, Mr. 
Termyn told kim that they were to meet at evening ar nine of the 
clocke with Mr, Percy, and ſome others, at Mr, Percies Chamber, 
and accordingly Mr, [c-myn and he went thither together, ,and 
there found Mr. Percy himſelf, Mr. /Vilyzot, Mr. Aſpburnham, Nr. 
Pollard Mr.Omeale,and Sir Tohn Bartley; Mr,Percy then in the firſt 
place rendered an Oath co this Examinate and Mr, [ermyn,che reſt 
ſaying they had raken chat Qarh already: this Oath was prepared 
in writing, and was to this effet, That they ſhould neither direfty 
nor indire(t ly diſcloſe any thing of that which ſhould be then ſaid unto 
them nor think themſelves abſolved fromthe ſecrecy enjoyned by this 
Oath, by any other Oath which ſhould be afterwards taken. by them. 
They having taken the Oath, Mr. Percy declared, T hat they. were 
reſolved not -to admit of any body .eiſe ineo their Councells : 
And Mr. I ymyz and this Examinate moved that Sir [ohn Suckling 
might be received among(t them ; which being oppoſed by the 
reſt, fer fome debare, ic was laid afide : and ſome ſpeech there 
was of Sir John Suckling his being imployed in the Army;but how 
it was agreed upon.this Examinate doth not remember. 

Afce: this Mr. Percy made his Propoſitions, which he read out 
of a piper, which wereto this effet, Thar the Army ſhould pre- 
{ently be put into a poſture to ſerve the King,and then ſhould ſend 
u? a Neclaration to the Parliament, of theſe particulars, viz. Thar 

| ; nothing 
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nothing ſhould be done in Parliament contrary to any former Act 
of Parljamenc, which was explained, That Biſhops ſhould bee 
maintained in their Vores and Fun&tions, And the Kings reverwe 
be eſtabliſhed, From theſe Propoſitions none of M, Percies Com- 
pany did declare themſelves to diſſent, Then came into confide- 
Tation,if che Army ſhould not immediarly be brought ro London, 
which,as this Fxaminate remembers,w-s firſt propourded by Mr. 
Termin,and alſo the mking ſure of the Tower, Theſe things this 
Examinate did urge, to ſhew the vanicy and danger of the other 
Propoſitions, without undertaking this. In the concluſion, this 
Examinarte did proteR againſt his having any thing to do in ei- 
ther deſign ; for the proofe of which, he -ppealesto the conſcien- 
ces of them that were preſent, and ſo parted with them. Abour 
this buſineſle this Examinacte ſaith, That they had two meetings, 
and cannot diſtipguiſh what paſſed at the one, and what at the

LK ] Hatwith my own innecency and the viotence T heare is 
V againſt m.e,I finde my ſeif much diſtratted, I will nor ask 
your councell becaufe it m:.y bring preiudice upon you;bur I will 
with all fairhfulneſſe and truth tell you what my part hath beene, 
that at leaft I may be cleared by you whatſoever becomes of me. 

When there was 50090, pound deſigned' by the Parliament 
for che Engliſh army,there was as Itake it a ſudden demar.d made 
by the Scots :t the ſame time of z5000, pound, of which there 
was but 150Cco, pound ready, this they. prefſed with ſo much ne- 
ceſlity as the Parliament after an Order made, did think ir fir for 
chem to dedu& 19070. 1i,ourt of the 50, formerly'granted, upon 
which the ſouldiers in our houſe were more ſcancalized, amongſt 
which I was cne,and ſitting by ilmortt and Aſpburnham,wWilmott 
ſtood up and told them,if ſuch papers as that of the Scots would 
procure monies, he doubred not but the Officers of the Engliſh 
Army might :afilydo the like, but the firſt order was reverſed not- 
withſtanding,and the 10000, pound givento the Scots; this was 
the cauſe of many diſcourſes of diſlike amongſt us, and came to 
this purpoſe, chat they were diſobliged by the Parliament; and 
not by the King, this being ſaid ofren one to another, we did re- 
ſolve,that is, VYilmott, Aſhburnuham, Pollard, Oncale, and my ſelfe 
co make ſome expreſſion of ſerving the King in all things hee 
would command us, that were honourable for him and us, being 
likewiſe agreeable to the fundamentall laws of the kingdome,thar 
ſo far we ſhould live and die with him, This was agreed upon by 
us, not having any communication with others, that I am coupled” 
now withall ; and further, by their ioynt conſent I was co tell his
